Response to Arguments 



Applicant's arguments filed September 20, 2007 have been fully considered but 



they are not persuasive. On pages 6-8 applicant argues that Schindler et al in view of 
Geldman in view of Blatter in further view of Barton fails to discloses "storage means 
includes a single "first in first out" buffer which includes generic commands, said generic 
commands including commands for the control system intermixed in said buffer for the 
control of the storage of the data in the storage means" as recited in Claim 1. Blatter 
discloses in Column 9 Lines 23-47 the generic commands that are entered into the 
FIFO. Commands such as FF, Rewind, Pause, and Play are generic commands that 
are determining the output of the video into the system; however, are not determining 
storage capabilities. Furthermore, commands regarding storage of the data are 
intermixed within the "generic commands" in further determining allotted space for the 
program to be recorded or saved. Although, all of applicants points are understood the 
examiner can not agree. It is further suggested a further clarification of. "generic 
commands" to be defined in order to overcome the cited prior art of record. 
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
